@ May 18. in our Return, we arrived at Timor. 
‘Fune 21, we patt by part of the Mand Fave. 
Fuly 4, we anchored in Batavia-Road; and 
J went afhore, vifited the Dutch General, and 
_defired the Privilege of buying Provifions that 
I wanted, which was granted me. In this 
Road we ‘lay till the 17th of Odfober follow- 
ing; when, having fitted the Ship, recruited 
my {elf with Provitions, filled all my Water, 
and the Seafon of the Year for returning to- 
wards Europe being come; I fet Sail from 
Batavia, and on the toth of December made © 
the Cape of Good Hope; whence departing 
Fan. 11, wemade the Ifland of Santa Hellena 
on the 31ft; and February the 21ft, the Ifland 
of Afcenfion ; near to which my Ship, having 
fprung a Leak which could not be ftopped, 
foundred at Seas with much difficulty we got 
afhore, ,where we liv'd on Goats and Turtle ; 
and on the 26th of February found, to our 
great Comfort, on the S.E. Side of a high 
Mountain/about half a Mile from its Top, a
